that many people should be sensitive 
and exacting, and perhaps disposed to 
unjust criticisms, and should be Agitated 
by imaginary fears. But tbe lellow-cfrt- 
zens of Gen. Grant, who had followed bis 
career from the beginning, and who knew 
the man, never had any anxiety in regard 
to hta position, nor any fear* that he 
would not in the future, aa in the past, 
realize the fullest expectations of the loyal 
people of the country. 

But many false ideas had obtained. 
Many people had looked upon General 
Grant as they would upon a civilian, and 
a politician, and even a candidate for 
civil office. They would seem to demand 
that be should make known hia political 
views on the hustings, and through the 
newspapers, with all the arts of the com- 
mon demagogue. The public had uo 
more right to expect General Grant to 
«peak out than they had to expect Lieut. 
(General Sherman. General Meade, Gen- 
eral Sheridan or General Thomas to make 
public th 4 »ir political views. The General 
was not in tbs habit of proclaiming bim- 
sel f to the world, but, like a wise man, 
had always male hia record through bia 
acta. 

Though not speaking for tbe public, no 
man was more frank in the exprenniou of 
bis views on all public matter*. He waa 
raised in the Whig school of politic*. His 
venerable father, so well known in Gale* 
na, was an active and influential mem- 
ber of the old Whig party, and after it 
went cot of existence, of the RepuM4c*n 
party. The General was always a Whig, 
ao far as he was a politician at all, and 
never belonged to, or bad any sympathy 
with, the so-called Democratic party. Ha 
stated this as a fact. 

Had Gen. Grant been a member of tbe 
Democratic party he would have been ia 
the same position as be now is, and tha 
same aa all the moat loyal and patriotic 
men who were in that party now occupy. 
Though as a voter in Illinois ia 1960, yet 
atter Mr. Lincoln’s administration com- 
menced ,and after tbe firing upon Sumpter, 
there was no man who gave a more ear- 
nest support to that administration. 

General Grant waa among tbe first to 
comprehend the results that would grow 
out of the rebellion ; and the conntry will 
□ot forget that as early as 1963 be wrote a 
letter, saying that, aa anxious as be was 
for peace, he did not wish to see it estab- 
lished until slavery was wiped out. 

In 1964, he wa* profoundly anxious for 
:he re-election of Mr. Lincoln, and no 
man more fully comprehended the great 
fact that upon hi* re-election hinged tbe 
success of our cause and the suppression 
of the rebellion. Heaofar departed from 
bis usual course in such matters as to 
write and permit the publication of a let- 
ter, in which be briedy and emphatically 
summed up the whole question. The let- 
ter was published by hundreds of thou- 
sands by tbe Republican Congressional 
Committee, and exerted a great induence 
in tbe country. 

He was openly and strongly for both 
constitutional amendments. He hailed 
he reconstruction act of the Thirty- ninth 
Congress aa the solution of our difficul- 
ties, and he entered upon the discharge of 
his duties under that act with zsal, vigi- 
lance and fidelity. 

Sympathizing with Congress in it* ac- 
tion, and appreciating the importance of 
being in sessioa, he urged and advised 
such action as would *-<'ure an extra ses- 
sion, if necessary. When that seesioo 
came, be expressed tbs most serious fears 
of the effect of a long adjournment, and 
with a far-reaching sagamty, anticipating 
the precise state of things that has occur- 
red, he used all his Influence with Sena- 
tors to have them adopt the House pro- 
vision of the amended bill, requiring tbe 
a- sent of the .Senate to the removal of dis- 
trict commanders. Favoring the recon- 
struction acts, no effort of his has been 
wanting to secure their enforcement ia 
their letter and spirit, to the eud that the 
Union might be speedily and fully re- 
stored. 

He believes there is no protection or 
safety to tbe colored people and loyal 
white people in tbe rebel States except 
through impartial suffrage. Tbe reeon- 
s tract ion acta having recognized the en- 
tire equality of all American citizens in 
tbe 8 tates lately in rebellion, be believes 
’hat consistency as well as impartial jus- 
tice demands that there should be no dis- 
crimination against any Claeses of per- 
sons in any of the States. 

His sympathies, his convictions and 
bis hope* are now as they always have 
been with the great patriotic and loyal 
people that carried the country through 
the war. 

He ia in favor of upholding the honor 
and credit of tbe National Government, 
and holds that all our obligations must 
be discharged in conformity to tbe terms 
on which they were contracted. 

He thinks that there should be exer- 
■iwtl by Congress, and by all the depart- 
ments of the government, a more rigid 
and searching economy in expend- 
itures of public money, and wher- 
ever he has had control he has 
struck off every useless expense and re- 
formed every abuse. Gen. Grant occu- 
pies at the present time the position of 
Secretary of War, ad mterm, in the cabi- 
net of Mr. Johnson. His action in ac- 
epting the position had been subject to 
a great deal of comment. It excited tbe 
fear* of many good and loyal men. It 
invoked tbe denunciation of enemies, and 
brought forth the excuses ot friends. He 
accepted that position not, as baa been 
alleged, in obedience to the commands of 
a superior officer, but from a stern sense 
of duty to hia country. The President 
bad determined to remove the Secretary of 
War at ail hazards, and without excuse or 
justification. The President thought to re- 
lieve himself from tbe odium of Mr. Blan- 
ton's removal, and draw attention from 
that action, by offering theplacsto Gen. 
Grant. Wbat was to be done? Should t be 
General step into the shoe* of Ntantoo 
and wield all tbe legitimate power* of tha 
ilepartment in aid of reconstruction, and 
in support of the district comm a nders, in 
ibe management of the Indian war, and 
'he supervision of tbe war centiacts? 
Should he be there to reeiri tbe raid of the 
thieves and plunderers and claim agents, 
whom Stauton had held at bay, and who 
> ere waiting to thrust their arms into the 
treasury and filch untold millions of pub- 
lic money ? Or should he refuse and per- 
mit that most important position to be 
filled by a Copperhead and Johnson man, 
who would hinder reconstruction ; who 
would demoralize the army; who would 
sanction the fraudulent and bogus claims 
of rebels, and bring reproa4;h genera, i y 
upon the public service. General Grant 
did not hesitate to accept tha 
position and all ita responsi- 
bilities, and his action nad the concur- 
rence of Stanton. Indeed no steps 
were taken in that whole business except 
up<>n lull consultation and understanding 
between these two distinguished meu. 
U nder such circumstances, t he loyal men 
of the country would have bad good 
cause to censure Gen. Grant had be re- 
futed the position. The very men who had 
censured nim the most for taking it would 
now have been censuring him more tor 
not taking it. rhey would hare *ai*l trii**.

A correspondent of the Glasgow 
Herald who recently visited the Is- 
lond of Lewis, in the Hebrides, 
says: 

The women do all tho heavy work. 
They dig, delve and hoe: they carry 
heavy loads of manure into the 
fields, and in the peat season you 
may see them all day carrying 
creelsful of peat from the bog. You 
will often see a man trudging along 
the road beside a woman, but the 
creel is always on tho woman's 
hack. If they come to a river or 
ford, the women crosses first, depos- 
its her creel on the other side, and 
then returns to carry the man 
across. I only saw this once, hut 
the farmers tell me it is a thing of 
every day occurrence. When the 
creel is empty, the man sometimes 
slings it over his own shoulders, 
and then mounts upon the back of 
the woman, who carries them both 
across together. This, I am told, is 
tho only occasion on which, by any 
chance you see a creel upon the 
back of a man. The woman in the 
the rural districts, is in fact a boast 
of burden — and men in looking for 
wifes, look largely to muscular de- 
velopments. A story is current 
among the English speaking farm- 
ers, that illustrates this conception 
of woman's mission. In the middle 
of one peat season, when labor was 
much in demand, a man who was 
supposed to be a confirmed old bach- 
elor, suddenly married. <V friend 
met him some <lays after. “For 
what did you take a woman like 
that?” said the friend. “Did you 
not hear,” replied the man, “that 
my horse was dead?”
